Such is a summary of the events which befel) me in a morning's 
vide from the cantonments at Gauthory, tothe town of Irun, After 
crossing the river, my progress was direct, and of litile interest. 1 
journeyed, i , amid scenes all of them familiar, and therefore, 
‘in some di , havieg a claim upon my owa notice; but [ neither 
saw nor met wife any object worth describing to my reader. It was 
a little past the hour of noon, when my horse’s hoofs clanked upon the 
pavement of Irun. ' 

I found that city just recovering from the bustle which the depar- 
ture of a corps of twenty thousand Spanish infantry may be supposed 
to h@ve produced, This vast body of men had, it appeared, behaved 
so badly in the aetion of the vinth of November, that Lord Welling- 
ton was induced to order them to the rear im disgrace; and they 
had remained in quarters in Irun and the neighbourhood, till on the 
day preceding my arrival, when they were again perinitted to join 
the army. By whom they were commanded on the day of their 
shame, I have totally forgotten > nor will] cast a slur upon the repu- 
tation of any general officer, by naming-one at random. 

Notwithstanding the departure of so great a multitude, I found the 
place far from deserted either by military or civil inhabitants. 
\ garrison of two or three thousand soldiers was siill there ; a corps, 
| believe, of militia, or national guards ; whilstfew of the houses were 
unoccupied, though whether by their righful occupants or not, | 
take it not upon me to determine One thing, however, I perfectly 
recollect, and tWat is, the extreme incivility and absence of all hos- 
pitality which distinguished them. Whether it was that the troops 
so long quartered amongst them had filled thent with hatred of my 
countrymen, or whether that jealousy which tue Spanish people have 
uniformly felt, and which, in spite of all that Lord Nugent and Sir 
Robert Wilson may assert to the contrary, they feel, even now, to- 
wards the English, was, of its own accord, beginning to gather 
strength, I cannot tell; but I well remember that it was with some 
difficulty 1 persuaded the keeper of an inn to put up my own and 
my servant's horses in his stable; and with still greater difficulty 
that I could prevail upon him to dress an omelet for ny dinner. Nor 
was this all; my journey, be it known, had been undertaken not 
from curiosity alone, bug in the hope of laying in a stock of coffee, 
cheese, t&a, &c., ata cheap rate. But every effert to obtain these 
was fruitless, the merchants sulkily refusing to deal with me, except 
on the most exorbitant terms. I was not sorry, under such circum- 
stances, when, having finished my omelet, and baited and rested iny 
horses, [ turned my back upon Irun, and took once more a direction 
towards the front. 

I would lay before my readers a detail of another excursion ex- 
ecuted on Christmas-day, to St. Jean de Luz, were | not fully aware 
that there are few among them who are not as well acquainted as 
myself with the circumstances attending the celebiation of that fes- 
tival in a Roman Catholic country. On the present occasion, all 
things were done with as much pomp and show as the state of the 
city, filled with hostile battalions, and more than half deserted by 
its inhabitants and priesthood, would permit. For my own part, { 
viewed the whole not with levity, certainly, but as certainly without 

<ievotion; the entire scene appearing tj me beiter calculated to amuse 
the external senses, and dazzle the imagination, than to stir up the 
deeper and more rational sensctions of piety. I returned howe, never- 
theless, well pleased with the mode in which t! morning had been 
spent; and, joining a party of some ten or twelve who had clubbed 
their rations for the sake of setting forth a piece of roast-beef worthy 
«of the occasion, | passed my evening not less agrecably than I had 
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was no want of wood, it is true ; and some fields, or rather fields 
lying fallow, were intermixed, in fair proportion, with green meadows, 
and sloping downs. But there was nothing striking or romantic any 
where, except in the bold boundary of the Pyrenees, now twenty 
miles distant. I observed, however, that there was no want of cha- 
teaux and gentlemen’s seats. These were scattered about in consi- 
derable numbers, as if this had been a favourite resort of those few 
among the French gentry who prefer the quiet of ihe country to the 
bustle and hurry of Paris. Some of these chateaux were, moreover, 
exceedingly elegant in their appearance, and indicated from that, as 
well as from their extent, that they belonged to men of higher rank 
than the Mayor of Biaritz; but the generality were of a description 
which bespoke their owners as belonging to the class of wealthy mer- 
chants who supported their town-houses and ware-rooms it Bayonne, 
or perhaps in Bordeaux. But all were thoroughly ransacked. Over 
them, as well as over the houses in our rear, the storm of rapine had 
passed, leaving its usual traces of dilapidation and ruin behind. 

It is needless to continue a narrative of such events. Thus passed 
several weeks, the business of one day resembling, In almost every 
respect, the business of another. Whenever the weather would per- 
mit, I made a point of living out of doors; when the contrary was 
the case, I adopted the ordinary expedient to kill time with. Nor 
were we, all this while, without a few occurrences calculated to hin- 
der our forgetting that we really were in an enemy’s country, and at 
the seat of war. The bloody flag was more than once hoisted onthe 
tower of the church of Aranques, as a signal that the French troops 
were in motion, and we, in eur turn, stood to arms. But of such 
alarms almost ail proved to be groundless, and those which were not 
intended so, might as well have been omitted. The fact was, that 
Soult, having been called upon at this time to detach some divisions 
of his veteran soldiers to the assistance of Napoleon, already hard 
pressed by the allies in the North, was under the negessity of impress- 
ing into his service every male capable of bearing arms, who was not 
absolutely required to cultivate the soil. The entire winter was ac- 
cordingly spent by him in training the conscripts to the use of arms. 
He marched and countermarched them from place to place, that they 
might learn to move with celerity and in order. He set up targets 
for them to fire at, and caused frequent alarms to our picquets when 
teaching his recruits to take a correct aim ; he was, in short, now, as 
he always was, indefatigable in providing for the defence of the coun-

MILTON’S POSTHUMOUS TREATISE. 


[EXTRACTS CONTINUED. } 
Of God. 

Though there be nota few who deny the existence of God, for “ the 
fool hath said in his heart, there is no God,” P’sal. xiv. 1. yet the Dei- 
ty has imprinted onthe human mind so many unquestionable tokens 
of himself, and so many traces of him are apparent throughout the 
whole of nature, that no one in his senses can remain iznorant of the 


Jchovah hath wrought this?”’ Psal, xix. 1. “‘The Heavens declare 
the glory of God.” Acts xiv. 17. “ He left not himself without wit- 
ness.’ xvi: 27, 28. ‘ He is not far from every one of us.” Rom i. 
19, 29. ‘“* That which may be known of God is manifest in them, and 
ii. 14, 15. ‘‘ The Gentiles show the work of the law written in their 
hearts, their conscience: also bearing witness.”’ 1 Cor. i. 21. “ After 
that in the wis¢om of God, the world by wisdom knew not God, it 
pleased God by the foolishness of preaching to save them that be- 
lieve.” ‘There can be no doubt but that every thing in the world, by 
the beauty of its order’, and the evidence of a determinate and bene- 
ficial purpose which pe-rvades it, testifies that some supreme efficient 
Power must have pre-e xisted, by which the whole was ordained for a 
specific end. 

There are some who pretend that nature or fate is this supreme 
Power; but the very name of nature implies that it must owe its 
birth to some prior ageait, or, to speak properly, signifies in itself no- 
thing: but means either the essence of a thing, or that general law 
which is the origin of ey ery thing, and under which every thing acts 
—and fate can be nothi ig but a divine decree emanating from some 
almighty power 
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Further, those who attribute the creation of every thing to nature, 


must necessarily associate chance with nature as a joint divinity ; so

Again: Th. existence of God is farther proved by that feeling 
whether we term it conscience, or right reason, which even in the 
worst of characters, is not altogether extinguished. If there were 
no God, there would be no distinction between right and wrong ; the 
estimate of virtue and vice would entirely depend on the blind opi- 
nion of men; noone would fellow virtue, no one would be restrained 
from vice by any sense of shame, or fear of he laws, unless conscience 
or right reason did from time to time convince every one, however 
uuwilling, of the existence of God, the Lord and Ruler of all things, 
to whom, sooner or later, each must give an account of his own ac- 
tions, whether good or bad. 

The whole tenor of Scripture proves the same thing: and the dis- 
ciples of the doctrine of Christ may fairly be required to give assent 
to this trut! in the first instanee, acco ding to the expression in Heb. 
xi. 6. “ He that cometh to God, must believe that he is.” It is proved 
also by the dispersion of the ancient nat ouof the Jews throughout 
the whole world, according to what God often forewarned them would 
happen on accountof their sins. Nor is it only to pay the penalty of

reason alone as his cuide, independent of the word, or message of 
God. Rom.x 14. ‘ How shall they believe in him of whom they 
have not heard ?” 

God is known, so far as he is pleased to make us acquainted with 
himself, either from his own nature, or irom his efficient power. 

When we speak of knowing God, it must be understood with re- 
ference t) the imperfect comprehension of man: forto know God 
as he really is, far transcends the power of man’s thoughts, much 
more of his perception. 1 Tim. vi. 16 ‘ Dwelling in the light which 
no man can approach unto.” God there{ore has inade as full a reve- 
lation of himself as our minds can €once)s-, or the weakness of our 
nature can bear. Exod xxxiii. 20, 23. ‘Toore shall no man see ime, 
and live - - - but thou shalt see my back oarts.”” Isat. vi. lL. “ Tl saw 
the Lord sitting upon a throne, high and |) ied ap, and the train filled 
the temple” John i. 18. “ No man hath seen God at any time.” vi. 
46. not that any man hath seen the Fathe,, save he which 's of God, 
he hath seen the Father.” v. 37. “ Yehave neither heard his voice 
at anytime.” 1 Cor xiii. 12. “ Wo see througha glass, darkly - - - - 
in part.” 

Our safest way is to form in our minds such a conception of God, 
as sha'l correspond with his own delineation and representation of 
hitaself in the sacred writings. For granting that both in the literal 
and figurative descriptions ot God, he is exhibited not as he really is, 
but ia such a manner as may be within the scope of our comprelen- 
sions, yet we ought to entertain such a conception of him, as in con- 
descending to accommodate himself to our capacities, has shown 
tiat he desires we should conceive. For it is on this very account 
that he has lowered himself to our level. lest in our flights above the 
reach of human understanding, and beyond the written word of Scrip- 
ture, we should be tempted to indulge in vague cogitation and sub- 
tleties. 

There is no need, then, that theologians should have recourse here 
to what they call anthropt pathy—a figure invented by the gramma- 
rians to excuse the absurdities of the pocts on the subject of the hea- 
then divinities. Wemay be sure that suficient care has been taken 
that the Holy Seript:res should conta uothing unsuitable to the 
charity er dignity of God, and that Go should say nothing of him- 
self which should derogate from his own «ajesty It is better, there- 
fore, to contemplate the Deity, and to conceive of him, net with re- 
ference to human passions, that is after (ve manner of men, who are 
never weary o! forming subtle imaginations respecting him, but after 
the manner of Scripture, that is, after the way in which God has 
offered himself to oy contemplation , nor should we think that he 
would say or direct any thing to be written of himself, which is in- 
consistent with the opinion he wishes us to entertain of his character. 

et us require no better authority than God himself for determining 
what is worthy or unworthy of him. If “ it repented Jehovah that 
he had made man,” Gen. vi. 8, “ and becanse of their groanings,”’ 
| Judges ii. 18 let us believe that it did repent him, only taking care 
to remember that what is cated repentance when applied to God, 
does not arise from inadvertency, asin men; for so he has hinself 
cautioned us. Nam. xxii. 19. * God is not a man that he should 
lie, neither a gon of man that he should repent” See also 1 Sam. 
xv.29. Again, if “it grieved the Lord at his heart,” Gen. vi. 6, and 
if “his soul were grieved for the misery of tsracl,” Judges x. 16, 
let us believe that it did grieve him For the affections which in a 
good man are good, and rank with virtues, i» God are holy. Hf after 
the work of six days, it be said of God that ‘‘ he rested and was 
refreshed, Exod. xxxi. 17, if it be said that “ he feared the wrath of 
the enemy.” Deut xxxii. 27, let us believe that it is not beneath the 
dignity of God to grieve in that for which he is gricved, or to be re- 
freshed ia that which refresheth him, or to fear in that he feareth. 
For however we may attempt to safien down such expressions by a 
latitude of interpretation, when applied to the Deity, it comes in the 
end to precisely the same Tf Gad be said *‘ to have made man in 
his own image, after his likeness, Gen. i. 26, and that too, not only 
as to his soul, but also as to his outward form (unless the same words 
have different significations here and in chap. v. 3. ** Adam begat

8, “ which 
by nature are no gods,” and Col. ii. 9, Theotes, Rom. i. 20, Theiotes. 
Acts xvii. 29, fo Theion, which words are all translated Godhead. But 

prey the nature of God cannot be defined, since he who has no effi- 
ciont cause is essentially the greatest of all, Isaiah xxviii. 29. some 
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description of it at least may be collected from his name and attri- 
butes. 

The nature and attributes of God either show his nature, or his 
divine power and excellence, There are three names which seem 
principally to intimate the nature of God, Jehovah, Jah, Ehie. Even 
the name of Jehovah was not forbidden to be pronounced, provided 
it was with due reverence. !xod. iii. 15. * Jehovah, God of your 
fathers—this is my name for ever, and this is my memorial.” xx. 7. 
“ Thou shalt not take the name of Jehovah thy God in vain.” Again, 
it occurs pronounced, | Kings xvii. 12. ‘‘ as Jehovah thy God liveth,’ 
and so in many other places. This name both in the New Testament, 
and in the Greck version of the Old, is always translated, the Lord— 
probably for no other reason than because the word Jehovah couid 
not be expressed in Greek letters. Its signification is, “ he who 1s,” 
or, “which is, and which was, and which is to come.” Rev. i. 4. Jab, 
which is a sort of contraction of the former name, has the same sig- 
nification Exod. xvii. 16. ‘ Jah hath sworn”—and in other places. 
Exod. iii. 14. Fhie, “Iam that I am, or will be; and if the first per- 
son be changed into the third of the kindred verb. Jave—who is, or 
will be—meaning the same as Jehovah, as some think, and more pro- 
perly expressed thus than by the other words; but the name Jave 
appears to signify not only the existence of his nature, !ut also of his 
promises, or rather the completion of his promises ; whence it is said, 
Exod. vi. 3, “‘ by my name Jehovah was I not known to them.”

THE BURMAN WAR. 

Capture of Arracan. Our advices from India, via F.ngland, are to 
the 13th March, at which time it was known at Calcutta that al! the 
invading armies in the Burman territories were on the advance. On 
the 16th of February the Rangoon army taarched;—Sir Archibald 
Campbell broke up the encampment under a salute of seventeen 
guns, and the greater part of the troops, ander General Cotton, pro- 
ceeded towards Donabee, where they were to be joined by Sir Archi- 
bald on the 19th, wh-a the whole would march upon Prome, a large 
town in the interior, and in the direct route for the Burman capi- 
tal. The army upon the north-eastern frontier, was cutting its way 
through the jungles towards Munnipore; and the centre army, under 
General Morrison, was advancing from Chittagong for the coaquest 
of Arracan, which would place tle British army in the heart of the 


advices from England. By the arrival of the ship Two Brothers direct 
fcom Calcutta, news has been received upto the 19th of April; and 
weleara verbally, that success has crowned the eTorts of General 
Morrison’s army, by the capture of the city of Arracan, the capital 
of the provineeof that name ; which fell, we believe by a cout de 
main, on the Istof April. This important event has diffused great 
joy throughout India. The proud empire of the Burmans is fast 
cruinbling to pieces, aud its hanghty monarch will ere long be suffi- 
ciently humbled to listen to reason and the dictates ofa less arrogant 
policy. We have not seen any papers by this vessel, but we believe 
a file was received by the New-York Gazelle.
